AUSTRIAN ACTION 
' IS SPEEDED UP 
| BY DR. RENNER 


Makes Known His Intention of 
Returning to France on 
Sunday 


VIENNA, Friday Sept. 5 Dr. Ren 
ner, head of the Austrian peace dele- 
gation, apeeded up the consideration 
of the action to be taken by the na 
tional assembly. with regard g@ the 
|peace treaty, when he earrived here 
!today from St. Germain, by saying 
that it was hdB intention to start on 
the return journey to France on Sun- 
day 


Dr. Renner explained to the mem- 
bers the clause in the peace treaty 
which the telegraphic summary had 
not left clear He also told his col 
leagues that the peace offered by the 
entente, although a hard one, Was the 


best that could be expected under the 
circumstances 

He unged immediate acceptance of 
the conditions as the best policy ay 
ing he placed hopes on the reparations 


comission for modifications in the 
peace terms later on 

As a result, it was decided that 
there shall be no debate and = no 
speeches at tomorrow meeting of 
the national assembly, but the gov 
ernment shall submit a motion f 
the acceptance of the treaty, declar 
ing that it is done under compulsion 
! A Vienna despatch dated Saturday 
announced that the AuSTrian national 
assembly, by a vote of 97 to 23, de 
cided that Austria should sign the 
peace trenty, althoueh protest was 
made against “the violation of Au 


tria's right of the free disposal of her- 
self.”

The Hand Out 
Policy a Mistake. 

To further tide over the period 
of re-establishment, it is indicatec 
in an Ottawa dispatch that the 
government may continue to pay 
post discharge gratuities to re- 
turned men, and to dependents, 
throughout the winter. ie 
umount required to continue the 
payments for a further six months 
would be one hundred and fifty 
millions of dollars. 

The money has certainly been 
earned, and would no doubt be a 
welcome relief to many soldiers’ 
families. But such temporary re- 
lief measures do not meet the 
problem of helping the soldier to 
re-establish himself in a position 
of permanent independence. They 
tend rather to encourage shiftless- 
ness than the spirit of self-help. 

It would be better to make an 
all round eash bonus, as has been 
suggested, and to thus put the sol 
dier in possession of enough 
money to establish himself in 
some business by which he will be 
able to take care of himself and 
his family. It is not a monthly 
hand-out the soldier needs and de- 
serves, but the working capital to 
set up on his own account.

ity to interests over which he has 
no more control’ than the con- 
sumer. Sugar, also, is a commod- 
ity on which the retailer does not 
make much profit at any time, 
and considering the worry to 


which he is subjected and the} 


small quantities in which he can 
sell it he is probably now making 
a smaller margin than usual. 
Thus far official intervention 
| with the sugar trade has taken the 
form of interference, rather than 
| that of thorough control, The ex- 
| periment has gone far enough to 
| show that it is not a success, if it 
is not even worse than a failure. 
The short cut to effective regula- 
tion of supply and price would 
seem to be to take possession of

publie enterprises until the situa 
tion has been relieved. If some 
one, somewhere along the line, is 
| not ‘‘drawing off’’ the product of 
the refineries in order to manipu- 
late the prairie market, the in-

| not even a tolerable guess has yet 
been offered. 


| The unfortunate conditions which 
| have prevailed in sections of the 
southern part of the prairie coun-

made -of the opportunity there
